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1 . This Office action is in response to the amendment filed 06/20/07. Claims 5, 6, 
8, 10, 11 and 15-24 are pending. Claims 1-4, 7, 9, and 12-14 have been canceled. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, an embodiment having 
both recessed portions surfaces positioned in a range, in the horizontal direction, of 
thickness of the third plate AND the raised portions must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. The only current figure 
which shows the raised portions is figure 7 which is described as a variation of the 
embodiment of figure 5 where there is virtually no vertical plate below the corners. The 
description clearly states that the raised portions 37a, 38s can also be applied to the 
embodiments of figures 1 , 3, and 5 and to subsequent embodiments but the figures fail 
to show the combination of recessed portions surfaces positioned in a range, in the 
horizontal direction, of thickness of the third plate (shown in figure 3) and the raised 
portions (shown in figure 7). 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

Each of the independent claims recites that the raised portions are protruded 
from the respective plates toward the side of the rotary tool where the rotary tool 
is not an element of the claims rendering the claims indefinite. The frame 
members are being claimed alone not in combination with a rotary tool and as 
such should not rely upon the rotary tool to define an element or direction. 
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5. Claims 5, 6, 8, 1 0, 1 1 and 1 5-24 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action. 

6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
